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FEEDING  STUFFS  REPORT 
1955 
Introduction 

The  Pennsylvania  Feeding  Stuffs  Law,  Act  of  May  3,  1909,  as 
amended,  provides  for  the  inspection  and  analysis  of  feeding  stuffs. 
Accordingly,  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1955,  587  official 
samples  were  obtained  by  agents  of  the  Bureau  of  Foods  and 
Chemistry  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Of  the  total  number  of 
samples  collected,  578  were  selected  for  analysis. 

Each  and  every  feeding  stuffs  sold  within  this  Commonwealth  is 
required  to  be  properly  labeled,  giving  the  following  information: 
Name  and  address  of  manufacturer  or  importer,  net  weight,  guaran- 
tees for  protein,  fat  and  fiber,  and  a  statement  of  composition,  that  is, 
the  name  of  each  ingredient  used. 

During  the  year  1955  there  were  281  special  samples  of  feeding 
stuffs  submitted  for  analysis.  The  Law  provides  for  the  analysis  of 
special  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  for  residents  of  Pennsylvania  only, 
for  a  fee  of  $1  per  sample.  The  results  of  analyses  of  such  special 
samples  submitted  are  not  included  in  this  report.  The  total  number 
of  official  and  special  samples  analyzed  during  the  year  1955  was  859. 

The  578  official  samples  analyzed  were  registered  by  260  manu- 
facturers and  represented  22  classes  and  502  brands  as  follows:

Registration 


Each  brand  of  commercial  feed  is  required  to  be  registered 
annually.  Application  should  be  submitted  before  January  1  of  each 
year  or  before  the  feed  is  offered  for  sale.  The  Pennsylvania  Com- 
mercial Feed  Law  which  becomes  effective  January  1,  1957,  requires 
an  annual  registration  fee  of  $5  per  brand  to  be  paid  by  the  manu- 
facturer or  importer.  In  addition,  the  new  law  requires  the  payment 
of  a  Feed  Control  Fee  by  the  manufacturer  or  importer  on  all  feed  sold 
after  December  31,  1955.  The  tonnage  affidavit  and  the  remittance 
at  the  rate  of  $.02  (2  cents)  per  ton  are  due  not  later  than  January  31 
of  the  following  year. 

Sales  or  exchanges  of  ingredients  between  manufacturers  are 
exempt  from  the  Feed  Control  Fee  ( but  not  from  registration )  if  such 
ingredients  are  to  be  used  solely  in  the  manufacture  of  registered  feeds. 

The  following  materials  are  exempted  by  law:  ( 1 )  unmixed  whole 
seeds  or  grains  and  meals  made  directly  from  the  entire  seed;  (2)  un- 
ground  hay;  (3)  whole  or  ground  straw,  stover,  silage,  cobs  and  hulls 
when  not  mixed  with  other  materials. 

Mineral  and  vitamin  supplements  need  not  list  guarantees  for 
crude  protein,  crude  fat  and  crude  fibre.  Mineral  feeds  must  list  the 
maximum  percentage  of  calcium  (Ca),  minimum  percentage  of  phos- 
phorus ( F )  and  maximum  percentage  of  salt  ( NaCl ) . 

For  1955  sales,  8,065  brands  of  feeding  stuffs  were  registered 
and  1,451  licenses  were  issued  to  1,058  manufacturers. 

Conclusions 

Of  the  578  official  samples  analyzed,  77  or  13.32  per  cent  were 
deficient  in  protein  or  fat  or  contained  fiber  in  excess  of  the  tolerances 
provided;  25  samples  or  4.33  per  cent  were  found  deficient  in  protein; 
43  or  7.44  per  cent  deficient  in  fat;  and  9  or  1.56  per  cent  exceeding 
guarantees  for  fiber. 
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Key  to  Table  II  Showing  Analyses  of  Official  Samples 

Table  II  shows  in  detail  the  results  of  analyses  under  the  various 
classifications,  together  with  their  guarantees. 

Columns  are  provided  for  the  found  and  guarnteed  protein,  fat 
and  fiber. 

Each  sample  is  listed  with  a  chemist's  number  which  will  be 
found  in  parentheses  after  the  brand  name. 

The  several  classes  of  Feeding  Stuffs,  as  shown  on  Table  I,  are 
classified  under  the  following  general  headings  and  subheadings:
